Corsicana will delay, at least, until 


April l putting into effect the five cent 
per 1,000 gallon water rate hike that was 
scheduled to begin today (Wednesday) 
with the 15th of the month billing cycle. 


The water rate increase was approved 


by the City Commission last September 
during the President's freeze on wages 
and prices, but was being held in 
abeyance until lifting of the freeze. 


Ronnie Slater, chief clerk in the water 


accounts and collections department, 
said Wednesday that Universal Com- 
puter Co. had not been able to program 
the new schedule of increased rates in 
time for the March 15th billing cycle to 
reflect the new rates. 


City Manager Jack Russell advised 


further that Corsicana still is conferring 
, with the computer service firm and "the 


City has not made a firm decision that it 
will abandon it and go to city billing 
machine operations again." 


Manager Russell said although he was 


under the impression that the Com- 
mission had that in mind when it 
authorized him to take bids at the March 
7 Commission meeting, he had been 
advised that the Commission wants to 
study the matter further, and make a 
decision after getting bids on posting and 
billing machines. 


Corsicana has advertised for bids on 


two posting and billing machines to be 
received a day in advance of the April 4 
City Commission meeting. 


Manager Russell said Wednesday that 


he and Slater "are not against Universal 
Computer Co., it is just that they haven't 
been able to give a service that is 
satisfactory." He said they are still 
conferring with Universal Computer 
Co., and the firm advises it still believes 
it can come up with the programming 
and billing service the city wants that 
will overcome the city's dissatisfaction. 


"We don't have a closed mind on the 


subject, and are still talking to them to 
see if they can work out the problems to 
our satisfaction," Russell said. 


Since Corsicana has gone to com- 


puterized billing of its water accounts, 
the city manager said there is a feeling 
on the part of some that it would be a 
step backward to discontinue utilizing 
this form of billing.

City of Retreat Alters 
Boundary; Wet1 Issue ?

RETREAT — A long-smoldering feud 


between the City Council here and a 
resident who councilman say is seeking 
a liquor referendum for the community 
heated up anew Tuesday night as the 
council voted to redraw the city lines in 
such a way that the resident, Walter A. 
Poe, is left with no place to call home. 


The council, meeting in regular 


session at City Hall, voted unanimously 
to discontinue approximately 45 acres of 
land owned by Poe from within the city 
boundaries. Corsicana attorney David 
Ralston, who represents this city, af- 
firmed Wednesday morning that, with 
the vote, Poe "is no longer in the city of 
Retreat." 


Poe was accused by the Council of not 


being in compliance with the city zoning 
ordinance in the upkeep of fjve frame 
houses he owns which are located within 
the city limits. Four of the houses are 
currently occupied, the Council said, 
with newcomers whom they accused Poe 
of moving into town in an effort to 
"stock" the voting lists. 


Council members have quarreled with 


Poe in the past over the zoning 
restrictions, they said, notably in 1969 
when they voted to revise the 1967 zoning 
ordinance. The original ordinance in- 
cluded 
a 
broad, 
one-paragraph 


description of the city's "residential" 
zoning; councilmen voted on Aug. 21, 
1969, to further define and clarify the 
language — including specifications 
such as painting and maintenance — 
after Poe refused to cooperate under the 
original ordinance. 


Tuesday night's action was a repeat of 


the March 3 meeting of the Council. 
Ralston informed the members that a 
vote on the matter was required at 
Tuesday's meeting since the earlier 
action was taken in a special meeting, 
not a regular meeting. 


Underlying the entire affair is 


animosity over Poe's alleged attempts to 
see a referendum called to determine 
whether the city should become "wet" 
for the sale of beer. Voters turned down 
such a proposal in 1968 by a decisive 
margin, but rumors of such a proposal 
coming up again have been circulated 
for some time. 


Objections by the Council to the sale of 


beer are of a purely local nature, 
councilmen said. 
Councilman J. Q. 


Harrison noted he would favor sale of 
beer on a county-wide basis, but not 
where sales are restricted to the com-, 
munity of Retreat. 


J. W. Christie, the only Retreat 


resident to appear before the Council at 
the Tuesday night session, urged the city 
body to take more positive action soon. 
His main fear — "and I probably 
shouldn't be saying it," he told the 
council after the meeting — is that Poe's 
actions would bring an influx of blacks to 
the community. 


Some discussion revolved around what 


steps the city could take should its action 
be overturned in court. Mayor Cullen 
Dunn drew some nods of agreement 
from the council when he said.that, if all 
else fails, the community could ask to be 
taken within the city of Corsicana. 


Poe said Wednesday morning he has 


yet to be informed of any official action 


by the council. Mayor Dunn had in- 
formed him of the meeting, he said, but 
he was not invited to atten'd: 


He added that he has no plans at this 


time to take any legal action against the 
city. 


The council also approved a motion by 


councilman June Clark permitting city 
secretary Derward George to travel to 
Austin on behalf of the city and find 
"what our legal rights are." 


In other action, the council approved 


the ballot for the April 1 city election and 
appointed Bobby Carpenter to the 
Zoning Commission. Retreat, a tax-free 
community of about 300 residents, is 
zoned "residential" except in special 
cases where the Council may hear 
requests.

Corsicana High School began its 


"Annual Science Fair" today with en- 
tries from more than 130 students in the 
fields of botany, zoology, ecology, 
physical 
science, 
biology 
and 


engineering. 


Students displayed projects on the 


study of pathogenic bacteria, the effects 
of sound on plants, the parts of the eye, 
birth control, studies of the various parts 
of the heart, the hormonal influence on 
the development of chicks, the effects of 
water on rocks and various other studies 
in the fields of science. 


Kim Brietz' project on display was the 


different stages of the development of a 
chicken. The student had taken fer- 
tilized eggs and placed them in jars with 
each stage of development shown up to 
20 days. 


A study of the effects of amphetamines 


on hamsters was undertaken by 
Rosemary Holy. One hamster was fed 
amphetamines and the other was not. 
Both were placed in the same living 
conditions. At the end of the experiment 
it was concluded that the hamster that 
had taken the drug developed damage to 
the nervous system. 


Elane Wheeler proved catfish are 


cannibalistic by placing a hungry fish in 
the same container with one that had 
been fed. After a few hours, it was 
discovered that the unfed fish had eaten 
the other. 


Ginger Holcomb, working in the field 


of botany, discovered through ex- 
periments that sounds affect the growth 
of plants. If plants are placed near loud 
sounds during the period they are first 
developing from seeds, .their growth will 
slow down, the exhibit shows. 


The valves of the cow's heart are 


similar in operation to that of the human 
heart, Mike Montfort discovered while 
exploring the operation of both. 


Humans are not the only ones who 


practice birth control, it was found by 
Cindy Jobe. 
Fish called "guppies" 


multiply rapidly and, to control over- 
crowding, they eat their young and then 
die. 
The student also discovered they 


multiply at a ratio of two females to one 
male, somewhat similar to the human 
ratio. 


Students in the science department 


also discovered that water affects the 
shape of rocks and that earthquakes 
change the shape of rocks. 


The cow's eye is very much like a 


human eye, one science student 
discovered. 
. 


Jon Ingham, chairman of the Science 


Department, said judging of the projects 
will begin at 8 p.m. today. 


Winners of the contest will receive 


gold, silver, and bronze medals for first, 
second and third places and will have a 
chance to display their projects in the 
Central Texas Regional Fair to be held 
March 23-24 at Baylor University. Two 
projects will be chosen from this for the 
International Science Fair to be held in 
New Orleans, La., later this year.

County Doesn't 'Sponsor' NCAC,

The chairman of the Navarro County 


Action Committee in a written statement 
to the public Wednesday, commented in 
reply to a statement in the Tuesday 
edition of The Daily Sun in which 
Navarro County Judge Kenneth Douglas, 
said "We were advised (by state Office 
of Economic Opportunity officials) that 
the present Constitution and by-laws 
concerning members of the (NCAC) 
board probably does not meet the 
standards of OEO. 


Chairman Bill McKie in his statement, 


said that in 1968 NCAC amended its by- 
laws to comply with the 1967 amend- 
ments to Economic Opportunity Act and 
to perform all the functions designated 
to it by the County. He said these by- 
laws have been resubmitted as part of 
the required eligibility documentation 
for review by federal OEO and Texas 
OEO in 1968, 1969, 1970 and 1971. 


"These by-laws, have not been 


amended in any way since the last 
review at which time they were ac- 
ceptable to both Texas OEO and federal 
OEO as they must be in compliance 
before NCAC could be refunded," McKie 
said. 


The NCAC chairman also said the 


records show that the Commissioners 
Court in June of 1968 "designated", and 


not "sponsored" the NCAC, Inc. to carry 
out the functions of the Economic Op- 
portunity Act of 1964 and its amend- 
ments. There is an important difference 
in sponsorship and designation as 
sponsorship implies assumption of 
responsibilities 
and 
support 
of 


something. In this instance, NCAC was 
designated or appointed to carry out 
specific functions without any visible 
evidence of County support during the 
past several years. The County has not 
sponsored NCAC any more than 'it has 
sponsored Mainland China." 


"It is hard to understand," McKie 


commented, "how the -County Com- 
mission can be so concerned about 
NCAC whpn their own representatives 
have not (attended an NCAC board 
meeting tor the past seven months 
straight." 


McKie commented that NCAC is 


funded entirely by the federal govern- 
ment and not out of the county budget. 


He said money received by the federal 


government in the form of federal taxes 
and other sources comes to the NCAC 
program through Congress. 


"None of the money is actually 


channeled to the Action Committee from 
the county," he said. 


"We honestly are trying to help the 


poor people and we regret that we are In 
this fight about it," McKie commented.

Young Voters Looking for Change in System 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - 


Tlie Florida primary, with its 
oversized field of candidates and 
overriding issue of busing, has 
thrown light on a new kind of 
youth involvement. 


With some exceptions, those 


young people who have chosen to 
work for the candidate of their 
liking do so with their first love 
not the candidate himself, but 
rather the concept of change 
within the system. 


That's the consensus of reports 


from 42 student journalists at 


Syracuse University who have 
been covering the candidates 
during 
the 
campaign 
for 


Tuesday's primary. 


The reports indicate the ma- 


jority of the young campaign 
workers arc tied not to the man or 
woman they support, but rather 
to the goal of change in the long 
run. 


Witness Mike O'Donovan, 


president of the student organ- 
ization ;>t Miami Dade Junior 
College, 
soutli ' campus. 


O'Donovan, who commands a 


rather impressive entourage of 
devoted workers, began some 
months ago working for Sen. 
George McGovern, then switched 
with all his followers to the camp 
of Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, and 
now has picked up with his entire 
staff and gone to work for Mayor 
John V. Lindsay of New York. 


O'Donovan is not alone in his 


quest for the best available sit- 
uation. 


In Tallahassee, if you were to 


walk into the Muskie-for-Presi- 
dent headquarters on West Ten- 


nessee Street and ask for the 
name of their youth coordinator 
at the Florida State campus, you 
would be given the name of Don 
Muse. 


If you should also happen to 


wander into the McGovern-for- 
President headquarters some 
three blocks away and ask the 
same question, you'll get the 
same answer—Don Muse. 


Further investigations reveal 


that Muse has in fact, within the 
past three weeks, found greener 
pastures in the McGovern camp, 


but word of his change of heart 
did not reach the Tallahassee 
headquarters of Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie. 


Art Castle, 23-year-old former 


president of the student body at 
Miami Junior College, and now a 
member of Humphrey's inner 
circle under the title of "youth 
chairman," was originally for 
Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana. When 
Bayh dropped out of the already 
crowded race, Castle shopped 
around for a second choice. 


"There are many more elec- 


tions waiting," says Bud Chiles, 
19, son of Sen. Lawton Chiles, D- 
Fla., and a member of the high 
echelon of Muskie's campaign. 
Young Chiles says he is working 
on the Muskie campaign to learn 
the ropes of presidential politics. 
The goals are the means rather 
than the man. 


Moving away from the upper 


levels of the campaign parties, 
this new involvement is being felt 
at all levels. 


Jeff Bastian, a 19-year-old 


sophomore at Florida State 


University, was found waiting for 
McGovern to land at Tallahassee 
Airport on the night after 
McGovern's surprising showing 
in the New Hampshire primary. 


"I'm interested in a man who 


can unseat Richard Nixon," he 
said. "McGovern is the best 
around, but if he loses I'll work 
for the guy who wins the Demo- 
cratic nomination." 


Mimi McCall, 21, a student at 


the south campus of Florida 
Junior College in Jacksonville, 
attended the "Youth Political 


Convention" on March 10 in 
Jacksonville as a member of the 
FJC delegation. 


"I want a change," she says. 


"It's not that we have particular 
candidates in mind, but we want 
change, and want the quickest 
way there. Even if it's not that 
much change, just change." 


The campaign of Rep. Shirley 


Chisholm is an exception. The 
people directly involved in the 
Chisholm campaign are there to 
stay.
